2. Claims 52-57 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Woodruff (US. 5,718,339). 

Woodruff inherently discloses a method for using a data cartridge magazine in a 
magazine based data cartridge library having inserting a data cartridge 62 in one of a 
plurality of accommodating slots (figure 5) comprised by the magazine 60 through an 
opening (the opening associated with respect to the slots in figure 5) in the magazine 
wherein the magazine is only capable of receiving the data cartridge from one direction 
(figure 5); transporting (rotating) the magazine within the library with a magazine 
transport means (motor 51) adapted to be engaged by a portion of a magazine transport 
device (hub central drive shaft 50 and the rack mount 110), all as set forth in claim 52. 

Regarding claim 53, Woodruff discloses that the closed loop wall comprises two 
pair of substantially parallel surfaces. 

Regarding claim 54, Woodruff discloses that the magazine base is substantially 
rectangular. 

Regarding claim 55, Woodruff discloses that the closed loop wall comprises two 
pair of substantially rectangular substantially parallel surfaces. 

Regarding claim 57, Woodruff discloses a method of extracting the data cartridge 
from a resting position on the base in an orthogonal extracting direction from the base 
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through the opening wherein the extracting path is opposite an insertion path in the 
inserting step (particularly see figures 8, 10 and 15). 

3. Claim 56 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims. 

4. Claims 1-16,1 8-24, 26, 28-30, 34-42 and 44-51 are allowed.
